libations made by Mr. Abraham Flexner for the foundation. 
The report confirms the statements made by The Journal of the 
American Medical Association four years ago, that the medical 
schools in this country are backward not only in tin* matter of 
preliminary id neat ion but also in the length of tin* medical 
course. 
No other country was found to have conditions ho bad 
uh those found in tin* t ’nitcd States, or as President Pritchett 
expresses it, “ scandals in medical education exist in America 
alone.” Again, “ no medical school that lacks proper facilities 
has any other motive than the selfish advantage of those that 
carry it on; and no civilised country except America at this 
d a y allows such enterprises to im|>OHc on the public.” 
The report furnishes a definite reply to the worn out a rg u ­ 
ment that cheap schools are ne<*ded to furnish

for

Although, by contrast with medical education abroad, many 
defects are seen iii conditions in this country, the many im 
proveinents already brought about leave no ground for dis 
courngoiuciit. 
It must not Im* forgotten that although the de 
fermi lied movement for better medical education in thin conn 
try began univ about eight sears ago, astonishing progress has 
been made since that time.
